Earlier' UUs week, Simpson took a step 
in his quest to reach Washington, D.C., by 
opening his campaign headquarters in 
Boise: He has-not formally declared 'his , 
candidacy, but has said he will make an 
official announcement when the Iegisla- ■' 
live session ends. , 


Friday’s banquet, Simpson began by 
lauding the effectiveness of titc Magic 
Valley's legislative delegation. He made 
a couple of jokes at his own expense, 
then launched into a summation of the 
current legislative agenda. ‘ 

Funding for public education was a pri- 
mary topic. Iduho’s schools haven’t faced . 
the same budget cuts that’ other state 
departments have suffered, Simpson 
said, but there are still several proposals 
afoot. . - 

A constitutional amendment could be 
coming to change the way school 
endowment funds are invested, he said. 

If approved, such a change could boost 
education revenues by 525 million: 
Simpson laid particular emphasis on 
Idaho’s prison and corrections system, 
which he said consumes 7.25. percent of

PASADENA, Calif. — More coming 
attractions, courtesy of the TV critics' 
winter tour. 

After offending some Catholics with 
“Nothing Sacred" and infuriating some 
Southern Baptists with “Ellen,” Disney- 
owned ABC could annoy more Christians 
in the spring. Peter Jennings will offer 
what he calls “a reasonably controversial 
broadcast” on the historical life of Jesus. 

"Therefore, we’re not going to stick it 
down anybody’s throat on Easter 
Sunday,” Jennings said. 

But he hopes the program will air 
near Easter. 

The ABC News anchorman said he

The ABC News special will be “very se- 
rious" and “present the life of Jesus in its 
historical context, not in any competition 
with the faith context.” He said viewers 
may find Jesus' life “perhaps was not al- 
ways precisely what they thought it was." 

ABC Entertainment presented a 
panel with priests talking about the con- 
troversial drama "Nothing Sacred," 
which airs at 7 p.m. Saturdays.
